Even though Chicken is available all the year around now in all 
its various forms (broilers, fryers, roasters, stewers, cut-vp or 
whole) its old-fashioned appeal is still tops and it makes any 
meal a feast. 
Good cooks agree that the infinite variety of ways in which 
chicken.can be prepared makes it a top favourite in most families.

@. Cowlicks. Uf you've got a patch of hair that can 
only be combed in one direction, you’ve got a cowlick. Don’t 
fight it, join it! Let it go its way and swirl the adjacent 
strands, in the same direction, to form a loose wave. 


® Recessive Hairline. Full bangs are the answer: They 


should be cut to cover the upper third of the forehead. A 


fluff usually does a better job than a straight fringe. 


@ Low Hairline: The. antidote here is a softly waved 
bang, arranged to barely cover the hairline. 


® Ragged Nape Lines. When the hair on the nape 
grows too high, low or uneven, it is easy to bungle the 
back of short styles. The way to handle a low, straggly 
line is with a clean scissor trim; the layer above is then 
tapered so as to cover the shorn area. Without losing 
a close-cropped effect, an overly high .napeline can be 
camouflaged simply by letting the upper layers of hair grow 


long enough to form a one-inch overlap. The ideal shaping , 


in both cases is a long oval. 


® “Bald” Spaces Behind Fars. Do hide them. What- 
ever the fashion, fill in those bare spots if only with tiny 
brush curls.

Canada’s Scientific Sun-waicners Maintain Space Vigil 


The sun-——centre of our solar system and the 
star about which the earth and eight other planets 
orbit with mysterious momentum in majestic 
mechanics—is still the source of life. Since first 
man looked about his world with abstract thought 
and’ sought a reason for existence, the sun-god 
has stood well the test of time and scientific 
study. The thin, delicate film of life dusted upon 
the surface of the earth thrives only under the 
gun's temperate encouragement, fast disappears 
in extremes of cold or heat. 


Today, as man prepares to leave his earthly 
@nvironment for protracted periods, the effects of 
solar radiations other than normal jjght and heat 
have become an immediate vital concern. Scienti- 
fic observations show that sun flares—eruptions 
of intense activity in the outer regions of the 
gun — cause violent emissions of X-rays, ultra- 
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carlv-morning 


violet light rays, radio weves and a variety of 
particles. Geophysicists and astronomers want to 
know why and how these flares occur and their 
effect on the earth. Such knowledge will add to 
their knowledge of pure science and the behaviour 
of stars in general, will help understanding of the 
formation, evolution and eventual decay of 
heavenly bodies and may even assist in theoriz- 
ing about the origin and state of thé universe. 
For space technologists, solor flares are an 
obstacle to long interplanetry journeys and they 
want to know when flares are about to occur and 
the likely effects they will have on the crew-men 
of space ships. To meet this need for solar infor- 
mation a round-the-clock, round-the-world watch 
is being kept on the sun. From many observa- 
tories, the sun is tracked by automatic cameras 
that record a filtered sun image every few 
seconds. From studying the thousands of rolls

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of film taken over meny years, physicists and 
space scientists hope to find a pattern of 
behaviour they can relate to earthly phenomena 
and gain an insight into the nuclear functioning 
of the sun and other: ‘stars. 


In Ottawa, the Observatories Branch of the 
Department of Mines and Technical Surveys, keeps 
watch on the sun from dawn to afternoon: Since 
Ottawa has a longitude of 75.degrees west, their 
special equipment, mounted for tracking con- 
veniénce on a normal 15-inch-telescope, can pick 
up the sun just after sunrise when it is still 
overhead in Africa. The two observers on duty 
tend ‘the cameras, the automatic tracking mech- 
anism of the telescope and revolving observation 
dome and make a visual check of the sun every 
15 minutes. If an important flare is seen in ‘pro- 
gress the observer at once sends an alert message 
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to a regional centre in the United States so that 
other observers and ‘equipment can record the 
event. At the present time such warnings are very 
few. The sun, given to 11-year-long cycles of high 
and low activity, is at present In one of its quiet 
periods—resulting in an international study called 
the INTERNATIONAL QUIET SUN YEAR of 1964- 
65. Back in 1957 when the INTERNATIONAL GEO- 
PHYSICAL YEAR took place the sun was at a peak 
of activity. Solor storms and flares were a con- 
stant occurence and scientists around the world 
worked in intense activity to gather valuable infor- 
mation on the physical reactions of the earth. 
But the quiet period is just as important for 
scientists to study and the work of solar investi- 
gation proceeds apace. 


From these observations of the nearest star 
to earth——-93,000,000 miles away—~scientists will 
be able to help the safe planning of space flights, 
perhaps decide the age and future of the sun, 
calculate the extent of the sun’s actual atmos- 
phere and its far-reaching effects, and know more 
about the basic mechanisms of star evolution.

dt is always good to hear of the accom- 
plishments of computers. We do not feel 
threatened by the computer that recently sol- 
ved in eight seconds a problem thot took Kep- 
ler two years.

The latter circumstance begins to sound 
more likely after a study by John Wilkinson, 
appropriately of the Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions.

August in the year 1964 has only oa 
happy significance to the average young 
Canadian. For him it represents another month 
of summer relaxation.

But for the grandfathers of this present 
generation, for the men approaching or in their 
seventies, August represents something quite 
different. For many of ahem the month is inex- 
orably etched in their memories, It was the 
month, in the fateful year of 1914, that the 
world, as they knew it, ended forever. It mark- 
ed the beginning of that war that was suppos- 
ed to be the one to end all wars. 

Nature and time has softened some of its 
wounds but for those who took part the mem- 
ories are steeped in the blood of fallen com- 
rades. For them life. could never be quite the 
same again, * 

Many of these veterans of the First World 
War lost their youth, even if their health was 
not forever impaired, It was impossible not to 
be prematurely aged in the face of such pro- 
longed . horror, 

Fifty years this August is even to our own 
high speed generation only a comparitively 
short time ago. We owe the aging, heroic 
veterans of that holocaust a hearing when 
they look back towards memories of proud 
tales of endurance and heroism, It is all too 
apparent that man does not often learn by 
past mistakes, but the telling and the retelling 
of those savage encounters in trench warfare 
will help ease the timeless hurt to those who 
were there. 

For those of us who were not, we can 
thank God for ovr good fortune. We can 
listen with a new respect for those who lived 
through the 1914-18 nightmare.

Birthday with a Bang 


Not long ago, I attended a banquet 
at which John Fisher, the guest 
apeaker, was extolling Canada’s cen- 
tennial year, which is just around a 
couple of extremely sharp corners. 

Mr. Fisher is an eloquent speaker, 
a consummate orator. A few years 
ago, when he was blazing across the 
country delivering fiery, poetic 
speeches about this land of ours (at 
about $100 a whack), he was given 
the title, “Mr. Canada”. 

Unfortunately, he ran out of serv- 
ice clubs and things. Now he works 
for the government. The talent is still 
there. The golden tongue still wags 
with passion and brilliance, still 
throbs with sincerity and hope. 

But the audiences have changed. 
They used to listen with open mouths, 
shining eyes, as Mr. Fisher told them 
what a great country, they lived in. 
They used t®# float homeward after 
the banquet, on the purple carpet he 
had spun. And even the job of fixing 
the furnace, putting the milk bottle 
out on the ice-covered porch, and 
climbing in with a hair-in-curlers, 
face-ih-grease mate didn’t dispell the 
vision. 

Now, however, his audiences listen 
with that careful apathy, that con- 
trolled wariness with which the hon- 
est, dour Canadians always listen to 
anybody connected with the govern- 
ment. Such as the Minister of Finance 
explaining in jolly, fashion why taxes 
are good for us. 

At this banquet I mentioned, John 
Fisher was trying to drum up en- 
thusiasm for “Centennial Projects,” 
with which he is connected. I watched 
the listeners. In the midst of his high- 
est flights, they sat as though carved 
of stone, with the exception of two or 
three who had that faraway, wistful 
look of people who have to go to the 
bathroom. 

Admitting that there were some 
municipalities whose idea of a hot 
centennial project was to decorate 
the town clerk's office, or put an ex- 
tra cell in the jail, Mr. Fisher assured 
that there were Many others with 
bold, imaginative schemes for librar- 
jes, art centres, museums and other 
worthy and lasting monuments. 
Which brings to my thesis, patient 
and gentle reader. What has your 
municipality planned as its centennial 
project? 

Don't forget now. The government 
puts up two bucks for every dollar the 
municipality will spend. Never mind

where the government gets the two 
bucks. That's beside the point. j 

If it works as it should, Canada will 
have a 3,000-mile ribbon. of opera 
etres which nobody attends; swim- 


ifford to operate, libraries with no 
hooks in them, and museums full of 
junk out of people's attics and cellars, 
hut never full of people. 

Is that what Canadians want, to 
celebrate the centenary of an event | 


few history teachers? Fie on us! 

Why don’t we show a little real 
imagination, throw a party that will 
resound throughout the world, then 
forget the whole thing. There’s no- 
thing very thrilling adout being 100 
years old, anyway. 

Let’s see. Instead of / piddling 
around with thousands of grants to 
municipalities, the government, for 
one year, could double pensions to the 
old, the veterans and the widows, 
treble the-baby bonus, and declare a 
twelve-month holiday from income 
taxes. That would put the population 
in the right frame of mind for the 
celebration. : 

Employers could forego all profits 
‘or a year and grant an extra two 
weeks vacation with pay. Municipalit- 
ies coula set aside a special fund for 
beer and dancing in the streets. 

Every day in the year could be 
Leap Year, as far as spinsters go. 
And some of them could go far. Teen- 
agers could be locked in special com- 
pounds for a year, féd well, and re- 
leased on New Year's day, 1968. 

All babies born during centennial 
year would be guaranteed a free uni- 
versity education. Divorce, for one 
year only, would follow the Moslem 
pattern, in which the husband merely 
gays, three times, “I divorce thee”.

She’ stated that today most hos- 
pital nursing sehools and the clini- 
cal portion of most degree pro- 
grams for nurses are under the 
administiative control of the hos- 
pitals. 


“The main Weakness in this ar- 
rangement is that in the student's 
program, the emphasis is on the 
service she provides rather than 
on thé@Mucation she could receive.” 

Miss Keeler went, on to cite the 
report of the federal Royal Com- 
mission on Health Services, which 
stated that reform in the nursing 
profession is inevitable and the 
longer it is delayed the greater 
will be the obstacles. 

She stated that both the royal 
commission and an independent in- 
vestigator, Dr. Kasper Naegele, 
have recommended that schools of 
nursing become autonomous, using 
hospitals’ simply for educational 
purposes, and ~thus becoming 
wholly educational in their func- 
tion, -Similarly, Miss Keeler gaid, 
both recommend a‘completely new 
curriculm leading to a diploma in 
nursmg in two years, rather than 
three, as at present. 

She went on to say that if the 
schools were autonomous, the 
directors would have complete con~ 
trol over the educational program, 
@:nd the hospitals would hav@ no 
claim on the students for nertica: 
The students would likely pay 
tuition fees and be responsible for 
their own maintenance, 

Referring specifically to the 
School of Nursing at the University 
of S&skatchewan, Miss Keeler 
commented, “We have always been 
partly autonomous in our relation~ 
ship to the hospital,-and on the 
whole this has worked out reason- 
ably well. We in the 8 hool have 
some flexibility for action and the 
hospital receives a substantial 
amount of service from the 
students... To become completely 
autondmous would not be the diffi- 
cult step for us that it might had 
we not had the experience of the 
past number of years.

This was the main complaint made 
to the provincial — legislature's select 
committee on mining during hear- 
ings in Bancroft, Madoc and Marmora 
last week. 

“The area has a tremendous miner~- 
al potential with marble, uranium, 
iron, gold, tale and fluorspar, but this 
mineral empire is virtually closed to 
development,” said J. D. Cummings, 
a mining consultant, at the Madoc 
hearing. 

He explained that mining explora- 
tions’ cannot take place because 
people are not. interested in mining 
development. 
companies want elbow room, at least 
1,000 acres, and many people having 
mineral rights to a portion of land in 
the area will either not give up their 
rights or will ask outrageous prices.” | 

Mr. Cumming said that another 
difficulty occurs when large compan- 
ies buy up huge ‘tracts of land and 
don’t develop the resources. 

“] know of three exploration deals 
that have been lost because of a 50- 
acre claim we couldn't get title to. 
‘The owner had forgotten he owned 
the land but when we approached 
him for mineral rights he demanded 

He recommended a change -in the 
tenure of mineral rights 60 that the 
land could be developed. “This will be 
a difficult problem to resolve because 
you might be infringing on property 

ts."’ 

But this difficulty in obtaining the 
rights has hampered the mineral de- 
velopment of Eastern Ontario.” 

Rene Brunelle, MPP for Cochrane
